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THE  MINT  OF  BRUSSELS 


The  Mint  of  Brussels  or  THotel  des 
Monnaies  de  Bruxelles  has  hy  this  date 
passed  its  millenium.  The  first  eoinage 
definitely  known  to  have  been  struek 
in  Its  workshops,  dates  from  the  end 
of  the  10th  eentury.  These  pieees  eon- 
sist  of  silver  deniers  hearing  the  legend 
BRVOCSELLA  and  minted  by  the 
■Counts  of  Louvain  who  ruled  over  the 
provinee  of  Brussels. 

During  the  Middle  Ages  the  territory 
whieh  now  comprises  modern  Belgium 
possessed  numerous  mints.  A great  num' 
her  of  Counts  and  Dukes  had  acquired 
regal  rights  including  the  right  of  coni' 
ing  money,  and  each  principality  of 
Belgium  had  at  least  one  mint.  In 
Brabant  there  were  a great  many: 
Brussels,  Louvain,  Vilvorde,  Bois'le 
Due,  Maastricht,  etc. 

Under  the  rule  of  the  Dukes  of  Bur' 
gundy  many  measures  were  initiated 
tending  towards  the  centralization  of 
the  powers  of  government.  As  one 
means  towards  that  end,  the  Dukes  of 


Burgundy  sought  to  reduce  the  nuni' 
her  of  independent  mints.  These  steps 
met  with  vigorous  opposition  as  each 
of  the  ancient  principalities  desired  to 
preserve  its  own  coining  establishment, 
the  privilege  of  coming  money  being 
looked  upon  as  a visible  symbol  of  the 
autonomy  of  the  province.  Neverthc' 
less  progress  was  made  in  the  direction 
of  reducing  the  number  of  independent 
minting  establishments. 

When  the  Hapsburgs  of  Austria  ruled 
over  Belgium  still  more  progress  was 
made  and  more  independent  niints  were 
closed.  By  the  end  of  the  18th  century 
Belgium  possessed  but  one  mint,  that  of 
Brussels. 

The  Mint  of  Brussels  has  not  coii' 
fined  Its  coining  activity  solely  to  the 
production  of  metallic  currency  for 
Belgium  and  its  colony,  the  Congo.  The 
Mint  has  executed  many  coinage  conv 
missions  entrusted  to  it  by  foreign  gov' 
ernments.  Moreover  the  Mint  has  pro' 
duced  numerous  medals,  seals,  dies,  etc. 
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The  Mints  of  Brussels 


tor  otiicial  institutions  and  tor  private 
groups  in  Bcliiluin. 

The  Cioverninent  Assay  CMHce  or 
Bureau  de  la  Cl.irantie  of  Belgium  is  iiv 
stalled  within  the  premises  ot  the  mint 
and  IS  served  by  the  mint  technieians. 
The  assayers  not  only  have  the  normal 
duties  .issoeiated  with  mint  assayers  hut 
they  also  analyse  b.irs  ol  j'lreeious  metals 
and  other  objeets  made  ol  pfold,  silver 
or  platinum  whieh  are  presented  tor 
that  purpose  by  the  i-tublie. 

The  present  Mint  buildini^s  were 
opened  in  ISSO.  The  Mint  proper  is  an 
edifice  designed  alter  the  style  ol  Louis 
Xlll  as  il  reealliny  the  fact  that  it  was 
duriny  the  reiyn  ol  that  monarch  that 
so  many  mechanical  improvements  were 
discovered  which  pertain  to  the  process 
ol  coinage. 

The  mint  possesses  all  ol  the  facilities 
and  workshops  needed  in  the  produC' 
tion  ol  metallic  currency.  These  include 
shops  lor  the  castinsj;  and  rolling  of 
coinage  alloys,  workrooms  wherein  are 
manulactured  punches,  matrices  and 
dies  lor  stnkiiii^  coins,  and  departments 
equipped  with  modern  machinery  lor 
stamping  out  blanks,  milling  ed^qes  ol 
coin  jslanchets,  etc.  The  mam  coining 
room  contains  19  coimiiLl  presses  which 
have  a total  capacity  lor  striking  600/ 
000  pieces  ol  money  within  an  eiyht 
hour  d.iy. 

The  Mint  ol  Brussels  possesses  a ma^^ 
nificent  collection  of  punches,  matrices, 
and  dies  ol  both  coins  and  medals.  The 
majority  ol  these  date  Irom  the  1 <Sth 
century.  C^l  special  significance  is  the 
inclusion  ol  all  the  master  dies  and 
matrices  which  have  been  employed  in 
the  manulacture  ol  coinage  dies  used 
for  strikinij;  Belqnan  coins  Irom  the  year 
1830  when  Bel<j;iuni  became  a sovereiyn 
state. 

At  the  be^j;inninu;  of  World  W.ir  II 
the  met.dlic  currency  ol  Beli^ium  C(’»iv 
sisted  ol  coins  in  silver,  pure  nickel, 
copper  nickel  and  bronze.  Durlni>;  the 


course  ol  the  Oerman  occupation  more 
than  600,000,000  pieces  of  currency  in 
zinc  were  struck  in  the  Brussels  Mint. 

In  1948  the  (Government  decided  to 
replace  all  ol  its  existini^  coinage  with 
coins  ol  new  type:  pieces  of  100,  50  and 
20  Irancs  in  silver,  with  a lineness  of 
835;  pieces  ol  5 irancs  and  ol  1 franc 
in  copper  nickel;  and  pieces  of  20  and 
ol  10  centimes  in  bronze. 


The  new  coin  of  100  francs  is  dedi' 
cated  to  the  reigniny  dynasty  and  bears 
on  its  obverse  the  conjoined  busts  of 
Leopold  I,  Leopold  11,  Albert  and  Leo' 
pold  III.  The  pieces  ol  50  and  of  20 
Irancs  symbolize  Commerce  and  bear 
the  head  of  Mercury.  Ay;riculture  in  the 
lorm  of  a head  of  Ceres  appears  on  the 
^ Irancs  and  1 Iranc  coins.  Industry  is 
honored  on  the  20  and  10  centime  pieces 
with  the  head  of  a miner.  Altho  pro' 
duction  ol  the  new  pieces  has  already 
started,  it  is  estimated  that  the  mint 
will  be  en^aized  in  heavy  production  for 
at  least  lour  years.  During  the  year  1948 
the  coinage  ol  the  Mint  consisted  of 
the  lollowing:
